Morillo to Montilta, rend Caracas, 17th June, 


Perhaps the great happy events of March in 
Earopean Spain may not have yet reached the 
notice of your Lordship. His Majesty, always 
attentive to the good of his beloved people, has 
spontaneously divested himself of the power 
which hie predecessors bad emjoyed for three 
sentaries, and sworn to the observance of the 
Political Constitution of the Monarchy, which 
was sanctioned by the Cortes oa the 1öth of 
March, 1820, and which was the universal will 
of the nation. Never did a king give such po- 
sitive proofs of the rectitude aud sincerity of hie 
desires, nor make so heroic a sacrifice for the 
happiness of his subjects. The Peninsula of 
Spain tvok that eelebrated onth in an instant; 
aad the provinces of American Spsin have fol- 
loweâ its exampie, in the midst of the accla- 
Fmstions of the people, caasing, by their noble 
conduct, the hoerors of intestine war to disep- 
peer, as ougbt in sach circumstances to be ex- 
pected. 

The Gazettes, which 1 send ta year Lordship 
herewith, will prove to you these facts. ‘Che 
king seated upon the Augast Constitational 
Throne of the Spains, and amidst the many end 
weighty occupations which the change of a fun- 
damental law carries with it, one of his first 
steps has been to tarn his eyee towards those 
provinces of the Monarchy which have been de- 
vastated by « war tbat has originated in the fs- 
tality of circumstances, either in an error of 
Calcalation, which has made more horrible the 
resction of the parties, or in the lamentabie 
spirit of revenge, which have occasioned atco- 
cities so much the more violent, as the relatiun- 
ship of tha parties has been more near. [t hae 
had no other resa!t than the devastation of Ve- 
nezuela, fer principles perhaps wholly equivo- 
eel. The king, penetrated wich sorrow, has 
seen the misfortuaes of these portions of his 
great empire, and has thought that the happi- 
mess and satisfaction of his paternal beart would 
not be complete, anless it opened all its bene. 
ficence, and pat in action all che means possi- 
ble to terminate these evils, His first step has 
therefore been to address to these people the 
annezed proclamation, fult of moderation and 

oodness, worthy of the gratitude of his sub- 
Jeets, and the admiration of strangers. His 
majesty, in consequence, not putting narrow li- 
mits to his generous desires, has authorized ma 
perticulsrly to treat with the diesenting gover. 
nors, to convene you, to leare your views ard 
wishes ; and, when convened, to cause to dis- 
appear for ever even the memory of past events, 
la order therefore to fulfil the desires of the 
king, and satisfy my own wishes, 1 address my- 
self under this date, and by commissioners ful- 
Jy authorized, to the authorities actuaily go- 
verning in the separated countries, in the mun- 
mer mest clear, satisfactory, and able in human 
prudenee, to terminate the dissensions of bro- 
thers. But, as it is impossible te listen to or 
understand yon with arms in hand, ît 19 neces- 
eary to suspeod them, and bring aboat, wich the 
Suspension, that state of calm which gives place 
zo reason, and in which the heat of the pas- 
tions cease. 

For this purpose, and under this date, 1 give 
orders to the commsndants of the various divi- 
sions of the army and naval forces, under my 
cora mand, to cause hostilities to ceuse on their 
part, remaining in the territory which they nc- 
eupy,‚ and that they shoald count upon this ne- 
cessary suspension from the day on which your 
lordship receives this ontil one month after- 
wards. Bet it not being equally possible tbat 
thisindispensible measure may be communicat- 
ed to the goverament, upon which you depend, 
with the necessary promptitade, 1 have thought 
it proper to address directly to you so interest- 
ing a communicatiea. lexpectthat your lord- 
sbip will acknowledge the frankness of my pro- 
cedure, the siocerity of my intentions, and the 
goodness of the king, who is only for the re- 
Union and happiness of the great family.

Montilla’s reply to Morillo. 
To His Ezcellency Den Pablo Morillo. 

After the immensity of the irreparable evils 
which the atrocious and desolating condact af 
the Spanish generale, who have conducted the 
war, has brought upon unfortunate America; 
after your excellency has sown with mourning; 
and bathed with biuod, every kingdom and pro- 
vince oa which you have s=t your foot-—sending 
their most illustrious sons to perisl: on the scaf- 
fold, and under the diegraceful knife of the ex- 
ecutioner, and dissipating the most ampte for- 
tunes, efter the most enormous contributions, 
exacted from a most miserable people, who 
have only for their object tha most ignomiaious 
slavery, or the project of reducing them to a 
state of annihilatiun: Finally, after the most 
shiamefal im prison nent, the most degrading in- 
aults, and the raast mortifying vexations, have 
been the rewards destined by your ezcelleney 
for honor, talents, and learning, the proposals 
for peace and reconciliatiovn, to which you in- 
vite me in your dispatch of the 7th June, came 
mach too late, ‘Î'he American has already

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made knowa his wishes with that firmness, 
which the continued erperience of his fortunes 
naturally inspires, and bas swern before the sa. 

cred manes of victims, so impiously sacrificed by 
yoar ezeellency, to trust his fyture destinies to 
his own meesures only, and from hencefurth to 
depend upon notbing but ther. Reflect u mo- 
ment upon the plan of che operations you have 
executed in South America—-recal to yaur ima- 
gination the ussassinatinn, confiscatians, and 
violence of every kind, evemmicted under the 
safeguard of the most ample amnesties, and 
with which ycu left your footsteps marked in 
Santa Fé, Venezueia, and other parts of your 
passage. Turn your eyes towards those horrid 
places origina!ly destined for the confinement 
of malefuctors, but oow the receptacie of the 
most illnstrious men, respectable fathers of fa- 
milies, and useful members of the state, and 
voar ezcellency will be cunvinced, that mere 
sudden change of language is not sufficient to 
repair the grievanccs and the losses we have ez- 
perieoced, nor to change our ideus and senti 

ments. ‘This language wauid appear more sin- 
cere, and less suspicious, in any other mouth 
than that of your ezcellency ; who, speaking to 
your sovereign in your dispatches of the Potiti- 
cal Stste of South Americs, and dezeribing, the 
character of its inhabitants, especial!y those of 
Venezuels, clearly pointed out the impossinitity 
af again subjugeting them, without cutting off 
two thirds of the population, which, withaat 
doubt, form the chief objact of aur fesrs, Your 
excellency has ezecuted this with an exactaess, 
which leaves your employers no room fur com- 
piaiot, and which is in conformity with the ge- 
neral ideas ef your nation. tf a person of your 
excellency’s foresight, information, and politi- 
cal knowledge, had consulted the history of re- 
volutions, end their vicissitud-s, he waald hare 
found that a true statesman is nol an wssassin, a 
tobber, or en incendiary. 

Your ezcellency mast not, therefore, be sur- 
prised if, agreesbiy to the power with which Î 
am invested, and the general wish of the people, 
who acknowledge the government of the repub- 
lie, and, independent of amy resolutions to 
which the Supreme Government may come re- 
specting the proposals for peace and reconcilia- 
tion, which your ercelleney offers, 1,on my owa 
part distinetiy declare, that } will agree to no 
suspension of arms, nor enter into any sort of 
negociation, unless the preliminary step is the 
recognition of the Independence of America, 
upon which indispensable. basis every subse- 
quent tr=aty must be founded. The inviolabie 
ohservance of the rights of nstions, and the sa- 
ered principles of humanity, in the further pro- 
secution of the war, will be laws, to which 1 
shall most celigiously subject myself, if they bre 
eqza!ly attended to ou the part of my adrersery, 
ita cantrary system is adopted, [ shall doa viv- 
tence to my own feelings, and inflict a just re- 
taliation. If, instead of our arms having been 
erawned on every side with victary and triumph, 
we had suffered reverses, and fortune had de- 
clered against us, you would always hare heard 
fram me the same language, being, as Î am, not 
the slave of partial circumstances or fleeting 
accidents, opeh to the prime conviction, and 
the true interest of both contanding nations, of 
which the one employed in subjugating and ty- 
rannizing, and the other in dissecting itself 
from the yoke, will perpetuate a war which will 
ultimately terininate in the eztermination of 
one or both, Europe sod the world will dauly 
appreciate eur reasens, our conduct, and the 
determination which will regulate our future 
condact, whether for pesce or war, and their 
impartiality will deeide in the justice, which, 
should recommend the preseat events to pos- 
terity and the ezisting generation.

Letter from Porras to Monril!a. 

„Happi!y came to my hands yesterd:y an cf 
cial note of his ezceltency the genera! in chief 
Don Pablo Moriilo for his excellency the vice- 
roy, and being authorized by his excellency to 
open any packet chat may be addresscd to him, 
Ï perceived in it that the National Constitution 
having been swurn to, he invites voer lordship 
to a general suspension of arms: Ín this was al- 
so commanicated to me the royal manifesto, 
and express orders of his majestv, a few hours 
after, by brigadier Don Vicente Sanchez de Li- 
me, commandant of the Canton of Simiego, to 
whom his excellency Don Pablo Morillo had 
given this advice, inclading anotber official note 
for your lordship. under the idea that your lord- 
ship meintained goor quarters at Ta Hacha, the 
same be transenitted to your lordship. Inform- 
ed as [ am of the wishes of the king for u total 
suspension of ares, end that all should be sub- 
mitted to negociation, ss governor of this place, 
and authorized especially by the vioe roy, to ar- 
range what he would have done, which is to 
propose an armistice for the term of three 
months, the same proposed by general Morillo, 
beginning from the receipt of this note. 

Fall of sensibilisy end confidence, l hasten to 
reply to do it, vniting my interposition with that 
of the general in chief, that by entering into 
amicable negociatiuns may be the means of e- 
conomizing the blood that has heen spent so 
prodigally witb horror to humanity, 

[remain confident that the mind of your lord- 
sh'p wisl be impressed by the reflections of mu-

eity of the great nation we belong to.

Vour interposìtiun as a gerticman, who bas 
professed diff rent principies ot buusauity. dus 
tice, end the rights of men, wou'd be tr re 
much inf aence, if the interest of the Re pubiie 
in general, my limited Fecurties, and s init 
tude of other enpsiderations, ihat Ff d-ta:l to 
his Ezceilency General! fron Peul: Mesilte, did 
not oblige me to renounce al! provositiens (hat 
do not expressly point to recogmize the inèr- 
p"adence of South America, upon vhich basis 
1 will enter into any negociations of peece and 
amity. 

My sensibility, equal to yours, wov'd wi h te 
economize the hlood, that so profere!y has 
been spilt, and profuse!y wilt be, in the couti- 
nuance of the war. Hf reflections of w superier 
kind did not make great impressions on my 
mind, such as they will make on aibrern, that 
Spain having lost uil the corfidence that unit- 
ed her to America, it is tmpossib.e to re-esta- 
blish tt; and although [ conrider the peace and 
amity between the nations both possible and 
advantageous, it is impracticabie, from the de- 
pendencies of the two Governments. Your 
ircellency will be sensible of this, enlculating 
like & politician, and well instructed in the 
histories of Revoiatiens; and will be consinced 
that he will exercise better the sentements of 
hamanity, chat treats to sustain the rights thet 
he caonot, nor will not, abandon, because they 
are just and sacred, than he thst pretends to 
conquer im possibilities : sich, in my opinion, ie 
the idea nf endenvouring to place America an- 
der the new dependence af Spain—under what- 
ever pretext that may be proposed.
